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DETAILED ACTION - ALLOWANCE 



Claims 1-20 are allowed. All claims pending thus being allowable, prosecution on the merits is 
closed in this application. A statement of the examiner's reasons for allowance is provided be- 
low in the paragraph which follows. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the inven- 
tions of Japanese Laid-open Patent Application H10-48516, Japanese Laid-open Patent Appli- 
cation 2002-221659, and/or U.S. Patent No. 6,441,971 disclosed by applicant as being repre- 
sentative examples in the art to which the instant invention pertains. The aforesaid improvement 
provides a compact single-focus lens for digital imaging in which distortion aberration is easily 
corrected, while a telecentric state is maintained on the image side of the lens; through a spe- 
cific conditional relationship imposed on the focal length of the first lens component/element on 
the object side of the lens, and the overall focal length of the entire lens, as recited, inter alia, in 
applicant's sole independent claim (Claim 1, Line 12). The prior art taken either singly or in 
combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of applicant's sole independent 
claim, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. The 
claimed invention is therefore considered to be in condition for allowance as being novel and 
nonobvious over prior art.
